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~ AFTER THE APACHES. 


CROOK'S CAMPAIGN INTO THE 
MEXICAN MOUNTAINS. 


The War Department Gives the Sitcation in Arizona— 
Geverai Crook Given Fall Power to Orush the 
Apecthes in His Own Way or Perish— 
Other Latest News Frem Crock, 


Wasutncror, May 31.—The following state- 
mentef the view taken at the army head. 
quarters of the situation of affairs on the 
Mexican frontier, and of the plans.and cir- 
cumstances of General Crook, is made by au- 
thority, The United States acquired Texas, 
New Mexico and Arizona from old Mexico in 
the war of 1846-'48. Ever since that time our 
army and adventurous emigrants have been 
fighting with the *‘Apaches,’’ the genera! 
name given to many bands of Indians of 
about the same type, known distinctively as 
the Tontos, Jicarillas, Warm Springs Indians 
and Chireahuas, who for 100 years have been 
contending for possession of the territory 
lying along what is known as the Mexican 
frontier. According to the policy of the 
United States, such of the Apaches as prop- 
erly belong on our side of the line has been 
collected in two reservations, at or near each 
of which is the usual agent of the Indian 
bureau snd a garrison of troops. One of 
these reservations is in New Mexico, Fort 
Stanton, and the other in Arizona, at San 
Carl.s, Fort Thomas. A large part of the 
Apaches, however, still remain in Sonora and 
Coihuahaa, These Indians occasionally 
come north to see their old Indians 
at the agencies, and the agency 
Indians return their visits, and while making 
such trips they keep their hands in by steal- 
ing cattle and borses which fall in their way, 
and by killing everybedy whom they en- 
counter. They are the naturaland conimon 
enemies of both Americans and Mexicans 
They give no quarter andexpect none. Such 
visit or raid across the border creates a panic, 
but the cause is gone before the hue and cry 
can be raised. 

DEALING WITH MEXICO. 

Some time since Secretary Freylinghuysen, 
in behalf of the United States, and Senor 
Romero, Mexican minister, with the appro- 
yal of his own government, entered into an 
agreemeut, nota treaty, that the troops of 
either nation might follow such raiding party 
across the national border and dé@stroy tnem. 
Pursuit, bowever, must be immediate in the 
“hot bieod”’ on a “‘fresh trail,’’ and, accord- 
ing tointernational law, due notice being 
given to the other party, and must cease the 
moment the authorities of the territory inya- 
ded were ab.e and willing to take it up. 
General Crook was assigned to command the 
department of Arizona on account of his spe- 
ciul fitness and experience, and he was given 
an increased force to enable him to prevent 
these Apache?’ raids, which so interferred 
with the development of resources of the ter- 
ritory. f 

CROOK'S FORCE. 

This force consisted of two fullregiments of 
cavalry, the Third and Sixth, one regiment of 
infantry, the First, twO hundred Indian 
scouts, two-thirds of all now employed by 
the United States. General Crook was con- 
vinced by the recent raid that peace and se- 
curity in Arizona could only be attained by 
making the Apachesin Sonora respect and 
fear the power of this government, and he 
therefore determined to follow the raiders 
to. their hiding. place in. the moun-, 
tains which separate the ,Mexi- 
can states of Soenvra and Chihuahua. 
He made his preparauons with great care and 
deliberation, ana took the precaution of first 
visiting Sonora in person, and consulting 
with its civil and military authorities with re- 
gard to his contemplated movements. They 
were only too glad to have such an auxiliary 
in the work ef preventing Apache raids, and 
having assured himself of this, Generai 


Crook returned to his command and began 


the movements now in progress, 
CROOK'S POWER, 

The war department has given General 
Crook the fuliest- liberty to conduct this 
bold enterprise in bis own way and his own 
time, reposing in him absoiute confidence, 
and furnishing him with men and money 
fully wp to his requisitions and estimates. 
There is no hurry in the matter, for during 
his absence from Arizona all the railway and 
mining operations and other pursuits of the 
people of that territory are going on, without 
interruption, and his presence on the other 
side of the border will keep all the hostile 
Apaches there from undertaking another 
raid. General Crook, in due time, will ac- 
count for everything in his own way or 
perish, 

JUST FROM THE FIELD, 

Lieutenant Wm. Baird, of the Sixth cav- 
alry, who bas just returned from the Mexi- 
can frontier, said to a reporter to-day, in 
reply to an inguiry, that he did not think 
the reports of General Crook’s engagement 
with tue hostiles were trustworthy. ‘Very 
likely,” he said, “‘there bas been fighting, 
but | don’t think any decisive action has 
taken place. General Crook did not 
intend to send back word until he 
had accomplisbed something or had ent:rely 
failed.” in reply to the question why Gen- 
eral Crook did not take with bim into Mexico 
a iarge force of cavalry, Lieutenant Baird 
said: ‘General Crook’s action in that respect 
is not fuliy understood. He took ailthe men 
that be could possibly provide transportation 
fur. Everything in the way of provisions and 
baggage had to be carried on pack mules. 
The counuy was scoured, and 
all the mules that could be procured 
at the diflerent posts were broughtin. These 
mules are not very plentiful. and the size of 
the force had to be regulated in accordance 
with the supply. It wasabsolutely necessary 
to take scouts to track the enemy. General 
Croox took with him as far as the border 
eight or ten companies, with which he 
formed a cordon along the line. Six com- 
panies were leftin the vicinity of San Ber- 
nardino, under Colonel Biddle. It was with 
one of these companies that! was stationed 
with, It Was a terrible country 
that General Crook entered, _ per- 
fectiy desolate. The prosperous ranches 
that used to stand along the bage of the moun- 
tains have been swept away by the savages, 
and an occasional isolated hamlet is ali that is 
lett of the villages. The great difficulty that 
General Crook bas to contend with is the scar- 
city of water. The scouts only know one or 
two places where water Cab be found, but the 
fugitives know where every p is in the 
mountains, The most cor relations ex- 
isted between General Crookand the Mexican 
autuoriues, and bis plans and intentions were 
fully approved by them. 1 think that no un- 
easiness peed be feit for the safety of General 
Crovk and his men. We had no idea down 
there other than than be knew what he was 
abuut, and that he would come out ell right.’ 

THE RETURN OF FUGITIVES.

A Man who Might Mave tees « Millionaire Dies Pen- 
nilesa. 


MILWAUKEE, May 29.—There died at an 


early hour this morning at the home of the 
Little Sisters of the Poor, a man with a some 
what remarkable career, Captain James 
Sanderson, who, a scure of years ago, Was 
known by nearly every inhabitant of Milwau- 
kee. During the last few years, since his 
downfall, his old friends have lost sight of 
him. James Sanderson came to Milwaukee 
from Cleveland as master of the schooner 
Nancy Dousman. in _ 18365.

Wimbush made his last bequest in 
writing this evening in which he deeded 
his meager effects to his wife, specifying each 
article. A rabble of negroes sit at the gate- 
way to the jail as I write, eager for every item 
of news from the doomed men. The gallows 
is ready, and an enterprising citizen has 
raised a tier of seats to accommodate five 
hundred persons. The ground being within 
the corporation, the mayor has ordered a tax 
of $100 to be coileted of this person. He will 
pay it and make money. Fifteen thousand 
persons will witness the execution, 

A MISTRIAL MADE.

THE RESULT OF THE STOCK LAW. 
Special to The Cqnstitution. 
LAGRANGE, May 31.—As an immediate re- 
sult of the ‘tno fence’’ law in this county, the 
interest taken in fine stock ard cattle has 
been vas'ly stimulated. The town cow and 
the razor back hog no longer roam at Marge, 
seeking What they may devour. As long as 
such animals cquid derive their living from 
the public, without expense to their owners, 
it was impossible to geveraily introduce the 
finer grades, which required care and atten- 
tion; but bappily the stock law has worked 
a reform in this particular, and now fat 
guinia pigs and mild eyed Jerseys are not in- 
frequently to be seen. With our -wealth of 
bermuda grass, which luxuriates in this re- 
gion, and our facilities for growing other 
grasses, it was only necessary that attention 
should be directed to the profits of stock 
farming and dairying inorder for these to be 
successfully undertaken. The fever is fairly 
raging now, and at least half a dozen of these 
industries will be inauguratedin the near fu- 
ture. Most of them will begin modestly, 
but results already attained give promise of 
what may be expected in the future. 

A PRACTICAL DEMONSTRATION. 
On the stock farm the dairy will be merely 
incidental, but Mrs. Dr. McCain has given a 
practical demonstration of the profits of dai- 
rying foritsown sake. From a herd of seven 
cows this lady realizes $50 a month clear proftt 
in butter. By accurate account her seven 
cows are found to cost her $10 a month in 
feed, exclusive of pasture. The buttermilk is 
made to pay all expenses of the dairy, and 
fatten eight or ten pigs besides. She uses a 
creamery, and manutactures most excellent 
butter, golden and grainy, which is all sup- 
plied to families in Atlanta, none eve. being 
on the market. When in addition to the 
milk and butter the increase uf the cattle is 
considered, it is easily seen how profitable 
dairying may become, and what a blessing it 
will prove to this cotton cursed section of 
country,

STORM CLOUDS, 

Or en nee ee re mare ; : 
' eteor clogtist— 
The Conclusions of an Evaitian ™- The 
From the New York Herald. 

An English meteorogist, the Hon. F. A, R. 
Russell, who for many years has been a cloud 
observer, has recently given bis conclusions 
as to the predictive value of the upper clouds. 
Asacelebrated example of the ciews given 
by cirrus clouds to coming weather, he men- 
tions that the Rev. Mr. Ley, on a fine day, 
noticing certain indications of the upper 
clouds in London, telegraphed from the 
strand to the meteorological office ordering 
warnings of a heavy thunderstorm for 4 
o'clock that afternoon, which at the prean- 
nounced hour came crashing over the me- 
tropolis. Mr. Russell’s researches lead him 
to the conviction that the cirrus clouds is of- 
ten a more timely monitor, of approaching 
storms than the barometer, and that the “bar 
or ribbed cirrus,’’ though somewhat uncom- 
mon, is ‘at least equal in value to the falling 
barometer as a danger signal.’’ He finds also 
that “detached patcues of cirrus, like little 
masses of woo! or knotted featbersin a clear 
sky and of unusual figure; moving at more 
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than the average rate, precede disturbances o1- 
great magnitude.” 


From Aristotle's time the value of cloud 
signs in storms and rain prognostications has 
been recognized, but their interpretation has 
only recently become possible since move- 
mentof storm centres over wide areas nas 
been systematically prosecuted. The irregu- 
lar mutions of the high clouds, perhaps more 
than their forms (presenting the appearance 
of having been divided and tern by uprush- 
ing currents,) indicate dangerous cyciones. 
if the equatorial! air currentin which cyclones 
are borne along is uundisturhed by a cyclonic 
vortex the clouds floating in its higher strata 
wouid sailon at a uniform rate. But if we 
suppose that a storm is moving in the great 
current the ascending air in the storm’s cen- 
ter is ceaselessly invading the cloud stratum 
above It is this uprusbing air which divides 
the clouds. Butasthe interchange between 
the surface and upper air in the cyclone cen- 
ter tends to retard the swift upper current 
which uransports the cirmform clouds, the 
motion of these clouds, both over the storm 
centre and far out in front of it, must often 
be retarded. ‘The very rapidly moving cirrus 
clouds which Mr. Russell says precede great 
dis'urbances must precede them at great dis- 
tances trom their centers—a fact which en- 
hances their predictive value and shows the 
importance of observing them systematically, 
The terr.bie loss of life and property 1n the 
British gale of October 14, 1881, this writer 
thinks might have been less had the cloud 
protents been duly watched and heeded, as 
the cirrus indications of the day previous 
gaye suflicent warning of the coming Storm.

‘The suggestion of Senator Pugh, of Ala- 
bama, that Mr. Abram 8. Hewitt is an availia- 
ble man as the democratic candidate for 
president next year is heartily indorsed by 
the New York Sun, and we have no doubt 
that it will be favorably received by demo- 
crats everywhere. It strikes us that Mr. 
Hewitt is not only an available candidate, 
but the most available of those whose names 
have thus far been mentioned. There may 
be other men whom the democrats of the 
south and west would prefer to Mr. Hewitt, 
but so far as availability is concerned, he has 
a decided advantage over all other probable 
candidates. 

In the first place, he isa New York man, 
and this fact bears significant relations to 
the presidency. The vote of New York 
state decides the election, and a candidate 
who can command a majority of that vote 
is the candidate for the democrats to nomi- 
nate. 

In the second place, Mr. Tilden is out of 
the race. The same causes that operated 
t> make him decline the nomination in 1880 
are in operation to-day. The factional 
fight based on oposition to Mr. Tilden in 
New York city is still going on. Governor 


Cleveland has made no impression on the 
country as a probable candidate. He has 


failed to take advantage of the opportunities 
of his position. He has made a reasonably 
good governor, but he is no nearer the pres- 
idency now than when he was mayor of 
Buffalo. 

In the third place, Mr. Hewitt is a success- 
ful business man and he has the confidence 
and respect of that large conservative element 
known as the business community of the 
north. He represents the stability and the 
influence of the business interests of the 
country, and his practical knowledge of af- 
fairs and his old-fashioned democratic princi- 
ples commend him to honest people every- 
where. 

It may be that Mr. Hewitt will not receive 
the nomination. By thetime the democratic 
convention assembles, circumstances may 
have conspired to give some other democrat 
the advantage of availability, but, as matters 
stand to-day, Mr. Hewitt has all the ad- 
vantage.

The election 
of McDaniel, was to a certain extent, a defeat of the 
purposes of Senator Brown and Colquitt, who rep- 
resent the more liberal wing ofthe party, but it 
was in no sensé the result of a popular’ movement. 
The bourbon triumph was largely accideatal. 
McVauiel’s election was an inevitable consequence 
of the nominations. No real contest was made, 
the vote was very light, and all on oneside. The 
nomination was not the offspring of popular choiee, 
M: st of the delegates to the convention were chosen 
With a view to the candidacy of either Bacon or 
Boynton, both of whom in different ways repre- 
sented the liberal tendency. They were very even- 
ly matched, and there was oppusition enough to 
both to prevent the nomination of either. The 
agreement upon McDaniel was arranged bya com- 
mittee, and was the out come of a dead-lock. There 
was no direct contest between the bourbons and 
the liberals, in which the former Were victorious, 

McDauiel standing as he does for the reactionary 
spirit of the beurbons, it is now claimed that they 
have obtained control and will shape political ac- 
tion in the state for yearstocome, Itis assumed 
that Senator Brown has suffered an irretrievable 
defeat, and that Colquitt willcease to figure in ac- 
tive politics. Georgia is to drift back from its ad- 
vanced position, popular education is to suffer,and 
the Cause of equal rights is put under acloud, But 
it isto be remeinbered that in all this the people of 
the state are yet to be consulted. There is no indi- 
cation ofa backward current in their sentiment, 
aud it is hot possible for a Clique of politicians sup- 
poried by one ortwo hide-bound orgaus of con- 
servatism, to control the movements of a people 
emong whom the forces of progress are at work. 

There is enough enlightened and progressive sen- 
timentin the state of Georgia to enable its peopie 
to know where their own interests lie. It has been 
making rapid industrial and political progress of 
late. It has promised to take the lead among south- 
ern states incoming into line with the national!

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THE PERPETRATORS OF THE DAS- 
TARDLY D&ED CAUGHT 


A Negre’s Crime Hautts Him Io His Dreams and THis 
Mutterings Tell the Scory cf His Overburdened 
Heart—The Old, Old Story of Murder 
Will Out — Safe in Prison — Bie. 


The DeFoor murder has again drifted to the sur- 
face, and this time there is a strong prob ability that 
there will be a hanging as a final chapter to this 
brutal and ghastly tragedy which four years ago 
created such a profound sensation throughout 
Georgia. This time the voluntary confession of one 
of the murderers has caused the arrest of one and 
by this time probably two others. The names of 
the murderers are Joe Johnson, Tom 
Savinger and John Brown, and it 
was the first named who made the confession 
which will again open the old tragedy. Johnson 
has been making his home in Macon for some time 
past and one day last week he was arrested in that 
city, and subsequent to his arrest he confessed, that 
he, Savinger and Brown were the murderers of old 


man DeFoor and his wife. It appears from the 
meagre facts that can be gathered that Johnson 
had a sweeth@art in Macon, and the first time he 
ever mentioned the killing of the old couple was 
in his sleep. The scene at the bedside was in 
an incoherent manner reviewed by 
Johnson while he was a-leep but at the time the 
girl, who was awakened by the talking and groai- 
ing of Johuson, paid but littie attention to it. 
Finally aud after a longer acquaintance with John- 
son, the woman observed tne frequency of his 
mutierings about the murder, and ultimately pre- 
vailed upon him to teil her what it meant. At 
férst Johnson refused tocomply with her request, 
butattera while he told the woman that he and 
two contederaices were the persons who killed old 
manu DeFoor. at theirhome near ,ihe Chattahoocnee 
riverin Fulton county four years ago. To the woman 
he recounted ihe crime, giving in full its details 
and the names of his associates. ; 

The story alarmed tte woman, and she repeated 
it to some friends, «nd the result was that it finally 
reached the ears of Lieutenant Wily, of the Macon 
police force. ‘This official, knowing that Mr. 
Bridges smith, the city editor of the Telegraph and 
Messenger, was conversaut with the crime, impart- 
ed his suowledge to him. These two gentiemen 
gave ihe matter their atwentive considera'ion and 
the more they investigated it the more apparent 
it became to them that there was something in the 
negro’s story. Johnson’s ariest foilowed this con- 
¢ usion, and afterbe was imprisoned he madea 
clean breast of the whole thing. His confession 
covered the crime, and the causes leading to it, tne 
wanderings of himself after that night aud gave 
the names and homes of his confederates, The 
coufession was written out by Mr. Smith, 
apd read to Johnson who acknowledged it to be 
true After receiving this coufession, the gentie- 
man opened communication with the executive 
department, whereby they learned that there was a 
reward of $1,000 for the apprehension and convic- 
tion of the murderers. Then taey began an in- 
guiry, and ascertained that Tom Savinger, one of 
the prisoners named in Johnson’s confession, was 


living in Fulton county, and that 
Brown, the other person named in_ the 
same paper, was living in Coweta county. Having 


ascertained these facis and being convinced of the 
truth of Johnson’s confession by statements made 
by him showingan accurate,knowledge of the crime 
and how it was commiited, the Macon officials un- 
dertook the capture of the two murderers at large. 
In effecting the capture of Savinger, they were com- 
pelied to come to Atlanta where they 
arrived Wednesday morning. Soen after reaching 
this city they sought Chief Connolly, to whom they 
made kuewon their mission, and to whom they 
showed acopy of Johuson’sconfession. This paper 
was such a careful resume of the facis attendant 
upon t e murder that Chief Connclly could not dis- 
regard it upon the theory that it was another Asa 
Gunu affair, and with alacrity he tendered his aid 
to the Maeon officials in securing the arrest of 
Savinger By the ce nfes ion of Johnson it was ascer- 
tained that Savinger was living near the old DeFvor 


homestad and it was to that. portion of 
Fulton county the officials went. ‘There 
were four of them. They were Chief Connolly 


and Detective Wm. Jones, of Allanta, and Lieuteu- 
ant Wyly aud ex-Chief Hurly, of Macon. After 
reaching the neighborhood indicated in thé con- 
fession. the officers ascertained by ipguiry that 
Savinger was living abouta mile from Bolton, and 
iu a field they found him at work. The four offi- 
eers surrounded the field and gradually closing in 
on Savinger came upon him before he had any idea 
ut ibeir proximiiy. The sight of Chief Connolly’s 
uniform gave Savipgera fright, and before the 
officers demanded his arrest the negro said ; 

‘Tam not guilty.’’ 3 

“Guilty of what?” asked one of the officers as each 
one looked at the other, 

‘‘{ did not have anything to do with it,’’ was his 
responee, 

‘‘With what?’’ asked one of the officers. 

‘What do you arrest me for?’ asked the negro, 
seeming to realize that he was giving himself 
away. 

“Oh, nothing; we just want you to go to town 
with us,’’ was the answer. 

Chief Connolly then dismounted, and placing a 
pair of handcufis on Savingerthe quinteite started 
for Atlonta, where they arrived 
about five. o’clock. Soon after they reached 
the city a CONSTITUTION representative caught 
scent of the arrest, but the four officers had entered 
intoa solemn compact among themselves not to 
divulge any of the particulars until all three of the 
men had been arrested. Every device known to 
the repoterial art was exhausted that evening to 
get the story, but all to no purpose, aseach of the 
officials adhered faithfully to his agreement. Fi- 
nally an agreement was made between the men 
and the officers to suppress the story until Brown 
could be captured, and as his capiure 
was probably effected last night 
the story now becomes public property as far as the 
intelligence of those outside of the four officers is 
concerned. 

savinger, the one who is now in the Atlanta city 
jail, isa bad looking negro. He stoutly denies be- 
inga party to the murder, but has an accurate 
kuowledge of how and when the crime was com- 
mitted Heis about 50 yearsold, is five feet nine 
inches tall, heavy built, almost black, and has a 
Villaineus face. He talks with great reluctance, 
and will almost cease talking when the DeFoor 
murder is mentionea. He was visited directly alf- 
ter his incarceration day before yesterday by a COoN- 
STITUTION representative, who asked: 

“What's your name? ’ 

“Tom Savinger,’’ was thesullen reply.

The officer, Mr William 
Jones, andhis charge, were expected oack last 
night atli:15, but they failed to return, and it is 
believed that their detention is due to a writ of 
habeas corpus obtained in Macon by Johnson's 
friends. He wiil probably reach the city to-day. 

Ou the West Point train Messrs. Wyly and Hurly 
left yesterday for the purpose of capturing Brown, 
— they expected to accomplish his arrest last 
night. 

‘he confession has not been seen by any one in 
Atlanta except Chief Connolly, and. he, in obedi- 
ence to his contract, positively declines to divulge 
it. This much known, however. John- 
son says Brown concocted the crime and 
secured his confederates. A fourth party was a 
member of the gang, but he backed down and the 
work was doue by the three. Johnson heid the 
nant, Savinger used the ax and Browa kept 
guard. 

Whether these are the real murderers their trial 
alone will show. The officers handling the case 
have every confidence in the truth of Johnson's 
confession. 

The crime for which these men have been arrest- 
ed was committed four years ago. Mr. and Mrs. 
DeFoor were among the any settlers of thistcounty. 
They had raised a large family, all of whom became 
the heads of families which are well-to do. They 
had amassed considerable money, which they were 
kuown to keep in the house. One morning a graud- 
son named Moore entered the house and found the 
old couple still in bed. Removing the quilt bis 
eyes rested upon a horrible sight, both old people 
being completely decapitated. The alarm was 
quickly given. The arrests made, 
the history of the Asa Gunn episode and other de- 
velopments are familiar to the readers oi THE CoNn- 
STITUTION. Jf the real murderers have been 
found at last, retribution will have done its work.

THE SILK MaKeRS, 


What a Constitution Keporter Found Yesterday at the 
Atianta University. 

On the summit of a big hill tothe west of 
Atlantathree tall red brick buildings stand 
like sentinels guarding the outposts of the 
city. Cool and quiet they seem as they 
stand, with green grass and clover on the 
lawn and waving barley stretching away 
down the hillsides. Everything wears a 
clean, tidy look to the passer-by. There is 
no neediess ornamentation; in fact, there is 
a great dearth of towers and gothic corners 
about the buildings. Such is the observers’ 
verdict as he approaches the Atlanta univer- 
sity, the institution for colored people in 
Georgia which receives the same fostering 
care that is given to the State university at 
Athens. 

*Come in and see my silk worms,”’ said Mr. 
H. M. Sessions, the professor of agriculture. 
to a CONSTITUTION reporter who was taking in 
the suburbs yesterday. 

In a large room in the boys’ building, the 
scribe found the worms at work, hardly at 
work either,, unless it is work 
for a silk worm to eat = mulberry 
leavesand blow silk out of his nose. The 
worais were alltaking things quietly. Fif, 
teen thousand of them were lazily stretehed 
out on the leaves that layin heaps on the 
tables, dry and stripped of the tender part 
that erstwhile was between the stems. The 
pulpy things stretching themselves out or 
drawing themselves in like a concertina, 
reaching after the unattainable and wearing 
an exhression of dejected sanctifica ion, are 
not half so nice as the busy bee when he 
lights on the front verandah of the hive with 
a fresh load of honey dew or a distilled drop 
from the heart of some wild flower. So 
thought the reporter as he turned one over a 
time or two to see which was the head-end of 
the worm. 

“It is said that they have no eyes,’’ re 
marked Mr. Sessions. 

“They don’t seem to have much of any 
thing but appetite,’’ answered the scribe. 

“See them ea:,’’ continued Mr. Sessions, as 
be threw upon a table a fresh lot of leaves 

Instantly every worm in that ward was fill- 
ed with lite. They ail crawled up ou top of 
the leaves and suddenly there was the grat- 
ing noise of athousand mouths at work. = It 
sounded like the boring of an innumerable 
army of rats only not so loud. A worm 
would crawl over tothe ecge of a leaf, get his 
hold and.clamp the edge between his teeth. 
He world not bite the leaf as asmall boy 
would bite a wafer—bis mouth was not in the 


sli: to take it that way. But he would 
stf#edie the edge of the leaf and 
affer getting his hold the jaws would 


work rapidly, and he would cut out a nice 
smooth hole, the leaf disappearing into his 
maw as fast as it was cut off, just as steadily 
as meal falls from between the millstones. 
After making a cut as far as his neck would 
permit, the worm that the reporter was 
watching would raise his head and taking a 
fresh hold at the starting point would cut out 
another slice and repeat tne operation a few 
times, removing a piece of leaf as large as 
one’s finger nail in less than a minute. 
He would. then inch up and _ start 
afresh. Mr. Sessions pointed to a pasteboard 
box filled with little apartments two inches 
square, and remarked: 

There is the silk making.”’ 

In the box the worms were weaving their 
shrouds of yellow silk. ‘The sad faced in- 
liquid silk, were doing 
their last work, One fellow just commencing 
would be throwing his cables of floss, laying 
the foundation of his tomb, asit were. An- 
other could barely be seen as he was shutting 
himself in from the world. Anether box 
would contain the bright yellow cocoon in- 
side of which the worm would’ be dozing his 
last doze to come out lateras a moth uniess 
he should happen to be baked outof existence 
in the meantime. 

‘I do not think silk culture should be con- 
ducted or attemp:ed ona large scale,’’ said 
Mr. Sessions. “itis my idea that every far- 
mer should make a little silk, say $50 worth 
perannum. He could, do it. easier than he 
could raise a baie of cotton.” 

rom the silk worm room the reporter and 
Mr. Sessions went out to inspect the barn on 
the place which rivals the famous Bullock bara 
in the improved plan of its arrangment, and 
the convenience of its appointments. On the 
first floor were the grain rooms and stalls for 
horses. One room was supplied with large 
bins supplied with meal, shorts, oats, ete. 
Another room held the seeds for the place. 
Another was the too] room and contained all 
the improved plows and ether agricultural 
implements, and twelve complete sets of car- 
penter’s tools to be used very scon when a 
department for hand education is established. 
In another room the stalls for the horses were 


| arranged,from the floor of which chutes were- 


made so that the refuse of the stall could be 


easily dumped into the hog pen in a semi- 
basement department alow. Above

steps was the forage room. There, packed in 
great piles, was a quantity of grasses, hay, 
corn fodder and ciover, clean and sweet. 
There were chutes leading to the borse troughs 
and to the cow stalls, through which the hay 
could be thrown down at feeding time. Below 
in the basement was the cow stalls and pig 
pen. Nine sleek cows were eating from one 
trough. 

The farm and garden are in a most flourish- 
ing condition, and Mr. Sessions is doing a 
great work in experimenting and showing the 
students practical agriculture. A large garden 
is divided off into square plats, and the stu- 
deuts have entered for prizes for the largest 
crop raised. ‘The garden presents a very 
beautiful and flourishing appearance. 

One of the best departments is the ‘‘cot- 
tage’ kept bY the senior class under the su- 
vervision of Mrs. Newman, the matron. 
“leven girls keep house, and do all the work. 
Cooking is make an especial feature.of this 
department, 

The annual! expenSes of the institution are 
$30 000. There are in attendence nearly four 
hundred pupils, the largest proportion being 
boarders. Every student, male and female, 
is required to work an hour each day at sume 
useful labor, eitheron the farm connected 
with the institution, or in the household and

So far she has ap- 
peared in the Hight of a lady who has been 
fearfully treated, and the circumstances sur- 
rounding this view of the case, warrant the 


truth of the assertion, but there is another 
view which is almost equally ten- 
able, and this latter view is 


that she isan imposter. One of the best de- 
tectives in the city was detailed early Tues- 
day morning to investigate the case. During 
Tuesday and Tuesday night he worked dili- 
gently, for he believed he was working to 
avenge an outrage, but early Wednesday he 
came upon a_ ciue, which, when 
closely followed, accumulated evidence 
indicating that Miss Grady was not what she 
represented herself to be. This clew the 
detective followed until he became convinced 
that she was an imposter and then, disgusted 
with the case, he threw up the sponge and 
with a smiling face listened to the interesting 
stories which were oeing circulated about
